RAILWAYS AND TROLUEYS. 
The railroads era not going to sub- 


mit to State regulation generally, nor 
the fhting ot passenger rates specifi- 
cally, nor the extension of the right 
to carry freights and the right of em- 
inent domain to the trolley companies. 
President Eaer of the Reading la an 
open letter defies the Legislature. He 
•lands upon his company's chartered 
rights, and he further declares that all 
railways chartered prior to 1857 hare 
the right to charge such rates as are 
Jbced hy their charters. 


This 1* a legal question which may 


bo Illuminated by a decision of the 
courts. A more Interesting one Is that 
railed In the statement that tho Read- 
ing railroad lost half a million dollars 
last year In carrying passengers. Sim- 
ilar complaints are made by other 
railroads. If it be true that the pus- 
•engor business la unprofitable, why 
do the railway companies Insist upon 
keeping It from the trolley systems, 
which have proven their entire ability 
to handle local traffic with greater dis- 
patch, leas cost to the people, and more 
profit to themselves than the steam 
railway companies •will admit Is pos- 
sible to them? 


It Is natural and perhaps proper for 


the Btcnrn railways to resist the "reg- 
ulation" of their business by the poli- 
ticians, trut If they cannot conduct the 
passenger business) with profit one 
would think they would gladly turn It 
over to the trolley systems when and 
wherever they can. 


But we find them all arrayed against 


the trolley bills, all represented at the 
hearing before the Hallways Commit- 
tee of the House by eminent legal tal- 
ent, sent there to tell the legislators 


, that the proposition Is unconstitutional 


and that its effect would be to make 
. the last condition vof the trolley com- 
' panics worse than the first.
